from month to month. 
This necessity 
lias its counterpart in the 
ordinary 
conduct of business. Every business 
man recognizes the necessity for tak ­ 
ing account of stock. 
Every bank is 
required to keep an accurate record of | 
its resources; There is no difference 
in principle between these operations 
and taking an inventory of w ater re­ 
sources. To handle and develop them 
properly it is necessary to keep an ac­ 
count of stock. 
The reports above described give a 
faithful record of each river’s 
per­ 
formance so that the persons or the 
community undertaking any 'develop­ 
ment of w ater will know ail the facts 
concerning Ihe supply available.

The airship is 250 feet long, 40 feet 
wide and is driven by four gasoline 
motors driving six propellers, two for­ 
ward, two aft and one on each side. 
It is the invention of C. H. Tolliver, 
and has been in process of construc­ 
tion for nearly a year. 
The gas com­ 
partm ents have been tilled and every­

In many respects the San Diego re ­ 
sembles the famous Zeppelin craft of 
Germany. 
It is equipped to

the engines, under 
favorable

The oblong 
bag holding the gas' is made of alum- 
inumized silk laid on an 
alum inum 
frame. 
The lifting capacity of the 
airship is 8000 pounds in addition to 
the weight of the craft itself.
